Imdxamapoxjs, March 7.—The antici- 
pated injunction proceedings against the 
supreme court oommissioners named by 
the legislature and denied eommisaitms 
by the governor, were brought yes- 
terday. The title of the suit is the state 
on relation of Alvin P. Hov^, governor 
vs. William T. Noble, et aL Olerk No- 
ble is made defendent to prevent his 
issuing necessary supplies to the other 
defendants, namely, the commissionerB, 
Niblack, New, Ooffroth, LowiyandNye. 
The suit is brought at the governor's 
instanoe, by the attom^ general, as- 
sisted by Harris & OaUdns, Fred Winter 
and John H. Gillette. 


The complaint sets forth that the de- 
fendants have received pretended com- 
missions signed by the speaker of the 
house, countersigned by the secretary of 
the senate, evidencing their pretended 
election to the so-called ofllces of com- 
missioners of the supreme court; that 
they have attempted to qualify; that 
they are without other or different au- 
thority; that Olerk Noble will deliver to 
the other defendants, and they will re- 
ceive from him, unless prevented from 
so doing by the court, the books, rec- 
ords, etc., and will deliver to thein 
transcripts in cases pending, and will at 
an expense of $1,000 provide them with 
furniture, etc., convenient to their use 
as pretended commissioners; that they 
will hear causes and write opinions, un- 
less prevented, claiming the right so to 
do by reason of an act of the general as- 
sembly providing for the appointment 
of commissioners; that the plaintiff al- 
l^pBS such act to be unconstitutional, 
null and void, and that any acts by de- 
fendants under o(4or thereof will be an 
invasion and usurpation (rf the dutiea 
and funotiona of the suinwrne otrart.

The 
nominal assets of the company are esti- 
mated at |a00,000 and the liabilities wiU 
peifaaps not exceed $90,000. 


The cause of the failure Iraa poor 
buainesa, due to the open winter and a 
failure to make collections when ex- 
paoted. 


The directors of the company say that 
they would have been able to overcome 
thiû difficulties, but the suicide of See- 
retazy Wilson, who had the manage- 
ment of the aifiiirs of tiia company, leav- 
ing the company without a head, 
bron§^t on the crisis. 


It is said that during the past week 
checks for small amounts signed by 
Secretary Wilson, were thrown out in 
the clearing house, upon the refusal 
of the bank to pay them and on tiie 
the desk in the company's office, where 
he ended his life, there was a protested 
draft for $40, and a check for that 
amount indorsed, "Your check is not 
good; Union National Bank." 


Nathan A. Wilson, when a boy six- 
teen years of age, became connected 
with the Cleveland Stove company as a 
derk in the stock room. 
Some years 
ago he was elected secretary of the com- 
fwny and wlten Manager Chapman died 
a year ago, Wilson assumed that office 
in addition to the one he oocupied. 


Mr. Geoige H. Wilson, the president 
of the company, and father of the sui- 
cide, arrived from Fort Wayne yester- 
day afternoon and he was driven at once 
10 the undertaker's rooms. 
He was 
CfHupletely prostrated by the sad 
Mr. Wilson left for his home with the 
remains at 7 o'clock this morning. 


The following dispatch, received at 
Cleveland from Warren, Ohio, relates 
the occasion of Mr. Nate A. Wilson's 
visits there: 


Tkv dsàik of W. 0. Reed occurred 
ken months ago to-day. Reed and Wil- 
tion were fsst friends, and oa the death 
of the fonner Wilson took general su 
pervision of the late firm of James Reed 
^Sons. His visits to Warren were regu- 
larly made onoea week, on Saturday 
evenings, when he would inspect the 
books of the concemjand advise as to the 
([oods to be cndered. Last Saturday 
Wilson came down as usual. He was 
ill Saturday night, and until Tuesday 
just before evening, when he left his 
lied and took a N. Y., P. A O train for 
Cleveland. 
It is learned that he fully 
contemplated taking his life while here, 
dot he so declared. He bade the em- 
ployee of the firm of Reed & Sons sev- 
erally a farewell, and his manner im- 
pressed them at tlw time as ominous. 
Wilson had none of the money of the 
Seed firm in his hands until reoentiy 
"He had been negotiating the sale of the 
ioundry to outside parties, and a pros- 
pective purchaser had an engagement 
-with him here next Saturday. It 
said that Mr. Reed wrote to a dose 
friend of Wibon's 
early 
yeaterday 
that he should be looked after, aa he 
contemplated injury to himself. 


HOW MR. WIlfiON DXK>. 


The Cleveland Plaindeaier contains 
this version of Mr. Wilson's death, and 
pays this rare compliment to hu con 
duct of the business of the stove com 
pany: 


"The remains of Secretary Nathan A. 
W i l s o n reposed peacefully on a stretch- 
er in W. E. Heibon's office on Detroit 
street, Tuesday, and many oi his former 
associates were admitted to view them 
Few of them departed without shedding 
tears, f<nr the dead man had many 
friends and was cordially liked by all 
who knew him. Nothing but a bit of 
oourt plaster over hia 
ear went to 
show how he hsd metlUa death. 


"The revolvw -miA. «hMi the deed 
was committed was buBwsrad by Mr. 


rrijwsawitiiiaMra. Laura M. AUen, 
widow and heir a< the late W. T. AUan.

Naw Yobx, March 7.—The owners 
of breweries are being greatly worried 
just now by overtures from brokers who 
want options on t]|||r business in order 
sell them to the great English beer 
syndicate. 
In some caaee four or five 
brokers pursue the same brewer, making 
his life a burden. 


The success of the Alsopp & Bass 
stock companies, induced the London 
capitalists to look around for i»ther 
breweries to absorb, and form into cor- 
porations. A syndicate was aiade and 
composed of forty financiers, who sent 
word to their New York agents that they 
wanted to buy up all Aiaerican breweries 
in good standing that would sell and 
float stock in London. 


"There is nothing especially vicious 
in the English syndicate," said a Wall 
street man. "In nearly every case it of- 
fers more for a lM<ewery than it is worth, 
simply because it knows it can float the 
stock with no difficulty at idl." 


The New York Brewing company, the 
corporation that bought out the Clausen 
and the Flanagan breweria, issued 
securities to the amount of $4,500,000. 
These are now selling at a premium of 
fifteen per cent, or are increased to a 
gross vahie of $670,000.

Beasley 
bill, 
which 
embraces the deficienciee, and con- 
tains a section making it a felony for the 
auditor to issue a warrant for i^e pay- 
ment of money when there has been no 
special appropriation 
made for it, 
the purpose being as the republicans un- 
derstand it, to prevent the governor, 
state officers and judges from drawing 
their salaries, if an appropriation for 
their benefit is not made 
the legisla- 
ture. 
An amendment 
proposed by 
Senator Barrett was adopted also pro- 
viding that the auditor shall not "issue 
a warrant to any person except those 
designated in such act." 


"What does that mean?" asked Sena- 
tor Dresser. 


"It is simply to require the auditor to 
dischaige his duty and to punidi him if 
he doesn't do it," replied Senator Bar- 
reU. 


Senator Alford moved to postpone the 
bill Tmtil to-day, so that it might be 
carefully examined, but the motion 
failed.

The session of the house yesterday 
was uneventful. 
Quite a number of 
bills were passed, the most important 
being the one of which Senator Ken- 
nedy is the author, authoriang the state 
treasurer to make a loan of $2,900,000, 
with which to pay off the old school 
fund, in order that it may be refunded 
at a lower rate of interest. 
There were 
but four voted against the bill. The 
measure will become a law with the sig- 
nature of the govemcMr, and its effect 
will be to save to the state a consider- 
able sum of money annually. 
A bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Pleasants was pas£ 
under a suspension of the rules. It 
provides that county auditors shall re- 
ceive the same fees as county clerks in 
cases of litigation before board of county 
commissioners. 


The house decided to pay no expenses 
in contested elections. 


Mr. Woodard's bill making it unlaw- 
ful to haul heavy loads over free turn- 
pikes during certain seasons of the year 
was passed by a unanimous vote. The 
last half hour of the session was con- 
sumed in a discussion of a bill by Mr. 
Kelly, providing that property purchased 
with pension money shall be exempt 
from execution. 


The Orinea-Blctaoaiikl Contest. 
Unexpectedly the Grimes-Bichouski 
election contest was brought up for con- 
sideration in the senUte by the commit- 
tee on elections. 
Two reports were pre- 
sented. 
The majority found that the 
use of distinguidiable tickets, intimida- 
tion by democratic votes and the use of 
money by republioans on election day 
"represented a combination of illegal 
voting" warranting the conclusion that 
Mr. Bichouski had not been fairly elect- 
ed. The report said that while "it was 
true that Mr. Bichouski was not a party 
to tiie purchase of votes, as an honor- 
able man he could not hold a seat to 
which he had not been legally elected." 
The majority deducted sixty-two votes 
from the number received by Mr. IKoh- 
ouski, and reported that Ikb. Grimes 
had a plurality according to 
count, 
of thirty-five. 
The minority report 
stated tiwt at a recount of the vote, 
conducted by a board composed of two 
democrats and one republican, it had 
been found that Mr. Bidiouski'siduzali- 
ty, notwithstanding the chaxges and 
claims of (jhimes, was 22. The election 
returns had shown that his plurality was 
28. The minority found tiiat more than 
100 illegal votes had been procoied for 
Ozimes by threats; that money had been 
used in his interest. Grimes himsdf 
having given voters orders for money to 
voters. 


Lithe senate Francis V. Bichouski, 
rqiublican, of Yigo county, was un- 
ssated and David Grimes, danoorat, 
IS seated.
